DEATH OF FAMOUS 
AMERIGAN; ' 


" New York, ‘July 26. 

The deith occurred of Br. Wil- 
liam Jernings Bryan.—Reuter’s 
American Service. ; : : 

‘Mr. William Jennings Bryan, 
former" American Secretary of, 
State, was born at Salem, mh, in 
1860, Admitted to the Bar. in 1888, 
‘he ebtered politics as a Democrat 
in 1891,‘but.was unsticcessful in his 
early campaign for a seat in the 
Senatey He edited the Omeha 
World Herald from 1894 to 1896, 
and was later nominated for the 
Presidency, losing to “Mr. Wm. 
McKinley. «He notably Tectured on 
bi-metallism in 1897-8; ‘and after~ 
wards raised a Volunteer init for 
the Spanish- American war; was 
agnin nominated: for President {a 
1900, and again’ defeated by Mr, 
McKinley. “He travelled round the 
world in 1906, and a year ‘after his 
return had a third nomination’ for } 
the Presidency, being defeated ‘in} 
1908 by Mr. Taft’. 9." ;- 

As Secretary for State in ‘the 
Cabinet of Mr. Woodrow - ~Wilson,. 
the late Mr, Bryan came. into great 
prominence in 1915. when ‘be resign- 
ed after'a “split” on peace, ques- 
tions. One“ commentator, . then J 
wroté of tims ; 


"Mr, Bryan has enjoyed: for: many. 
years:a peculiar position in Ameri- 
can politics. He .is deseribed as ‘a 
“hat gospéller” ‘of politics, a, John 
Bright in moral passion without 
Bright’s intellectual force. His 
principal characteristic seems to, be 
the gift-of a kind of oratory which 
is peculiarly tellifg in such ; .TOW 
.communitiés as are found tneBme 
parts of the American’ West and 
Middle _ West. ‘Hig, name” will 
be for ever associated, in connec- 
tion with the  bimetallism » con- 
troversy, with the phrase “crucified 
on a cross of gold.” He. also re- 
presents an extreme section of the 
American equivalent of what used 
to be called the “Nonconformist 
conscience.” His apologists—and
